The. Ashland dairy plan la the com-! 


munlty effort of a small city in the: 
Lake Superior district of Wisconsin. 
These are the conditions which faced 
th? Commercial Club nf. AsUind one 
year ago: A diminishing timber sup- 
ply, lumber .Interests moving away, a 
rapidly increasing rural population, 
' 
pioneer farmers of small means, stran- 
gers In a strange land,'mutual distrust 
between local merchants and settlers, 
no well defined plan of agricultural de- 
velopment, over $2,000,000 on deposit 
in two national banks, thousands of 
tons of self sown clover going tp wa-ste. 
on cut over lands, plenty of labor lo 
ulear the wilderness, plenty of local 
capital In the hanks and an unsatisfied 
demand locally for dairy products. The 
' fi'nly thing lacking was a .basis for 


rural credit. 
So the Ashland dairy 


plan was conceived to meet these eon.* 
dltlons. Leaders in the movement be- 
gan a campaign of education among 


•-.'Ashland'business men and "put Ash^ 


-land on the dairy map" was adopted as 


.-.;ilhe slogan. Saturday . noon 
dinners 


'were given by business men, to which 
farmers were invited aw guests, and 
successful dairymen from other lo- 
calities were obtained as speakers. 


Then the real work of the Ashland 


dairy plan commenced 
and a dairy 


survey was made of all the towns m 
the vicinity. The 
results 
tabulated 


disclosed the fact that there were well 
denned localities showing preferences 
for both Guernsey and Holslein cattle. 
These were designated on the chart as 
breeding1 communities, although only a 
half dozen registered sires were lo- 
cated: There was no knowledge ex- 
isting as to cow testing, no records of 
production and practically no knowl- 
edge or experience shown of the busi- 
ness side of dairy farming. 


The Commercial club wisely consid- 


ered every farm a little factory, need- 
ing the assltance any new, industry 
would expect of ji commercial body. 
Foundation stock had to be bought. 
So local business men offered to loan 
their credit to farmers, and two banks 
placed a revolving fund of $10,000 in 
the .hands of two trustees for this 
purpose. Applications were received 
from farmers who agreed 
to 
accept 


foundation cows bought in car lots by 
the club and to pay for them in-three 
years' time and also pay back to the 
revolving fund $3 each mouth from the 
proceeds of each cow purchaser!. They 
further agreed to accept the animals 
assigned to them by lot, to breed only 
to registered sires and- to raise the 
heifer calves. The bonks were secured 
by the guarantee of local business men 
and the farmer's mortgage on the cal- 
1le purchased. 


and this may be done by writing to the 
stale department of agriculture for the 
names of the'associations In the state 
and their financial standing; also by 
writing- to the secretary and applying 
for membership. These societies un- 
dertake to aell the fruit of their mem- 
bers In the best markets. In fact, it 
Is not unusual for fruit growers' as- 
sociations to take charge of a crop 
from the time it" becomes ripe, pick- 
ing, packing, and selling the same, the 
grower simply cashing the check he re- 
ceives as the result of his year's work. 


Selling to the consumer direct is mi 


excellent method of disposing of onu'.s 
produce in more ways than one if the 
farm happens to he near a town or 
city. In the first place, better prices 


obtained for the fruit, and not in- 


frequently a market la opened for eggs, 
poultry, potatoes or anything delecta- 
ble one may choose to raise. There is 
also the Interest of personal contact 
and the change .of the town sights and 
tounds, which, to 
ti. country dweller 


who doesn't live among them, |s often 
an agreeable diversion. 
However, to 


lell !L ci'op of apples by the bushel or 
quart, for instance, necessitates a stor- 
age building of sufficient capacity to 
hold the entire output, so that one may 
keep a crop for the best prices. Such a 
building need not he an expensive rif- 
fair, but it. must bo frost proof.

They are 


nonpoisonous, powerful and necessary 
on every well kept plant. Careful fced- 
ng and use of a reliable roup cure as 
a preventive will check any spread of 
.he disease. 
It may be well to add 


here that every poultry plant, whethor 
,arge or small, should he provided with 
a hospital, a building apart from the 
others and of sufficient size to hold a 
dozen or fifteen birds.

One of the important lessons for 


American farmers lo learn IB to pro- 
duce good barnyard manure for use lo 
the best advantage. 
Manure Is the 


best of all fertilizers for farm crops. 
In spite of this, 
much 
manure 
Is 


thrown away—dumped Into gullies or 
left to decay and witsh away. 


On perhaps n, majority of our farms 


probably half the value, of manure is 
lust before It is applied to the land. 


The department of agriculture, estl- 


inalc'8 thai plant food in manure pro- 
duced in the United Slates annually, 
Igurod at thft price of plant food In 
'ertill/.er.'i, hi worth $2,303,000,000. 
Our 


innual corn crop is worth approximate 
y only two-thirds this sum. 
Hut Ihls 


a not all. I'lant food In manure is leas 


iblti than in fertilizers, but manure 
tains organic matter which is grad- 


mlly changed into humus In soil and 
which has very high fertilizing value 
on most soils. This is one reason why 
ruck farmers value manure so highly 
they are willing lo pay more for plant 


d in manure than they have to pay 


for it In fertilizers. 
They get plant 


food and humus In one fertiliser by 
using manure. 


It-is impossible lo make a definite 
tatemenl as to how much manure IB 
worth on a given farm. This depends 
on what is needed. When used nt the 
-ate of eight or ten tons per acre once 
n four years on common farm crops, 
such as corn, oats, wheat and hay In 
rotation,-manure is worth from ?3 to 
$2.50 .per ton. Of course there will be 
considerable benefit from manure on 
later crops. 


Manure must be cared for properly; 


otherwise it loses much fertilizing val- 
ue. The great sources of lo?3 are loss 
of the liquid portion, leaching out of 
the fertility by rains and fermentation. 
The liquid portion of manure la more 
valuable per ton limn the solid por- 
tion. 
Yet- how many barns are ar- 


ranged In such a way that liquid ma- 
nure Is drained off and lost! 


If manure is exposed to heavy rains 


loss la serious. One lot of manure ex- 
posed three months in an open barn- 
yard, lost one-third of its fertilizing 
value. 
This fact suggests manure 


should be'kept under a roof. But mere- 
ly being under cover does not insure 
against loss. It must be-kept moist 
and compact to prevent fermentation, 
•which results in loss of nitrogen. 


The most satisfactory way to care 


for manure Is to spread it on land aa 
fast ns it is made. If thlH cannot be 
done keep the manure In' a covered 
barnyard or shed to \vhich the stock 
hits access. The stock will pock ma- 
nure and keep itrnolst, losses thus be- 
ing1 reduced to to, minimum.
